3 SPEAKERS ON 


FRUIT OUTLOOK 


Next week is going to be a busy 
one for the fruit growers of Adams 
county 
according 
to 
statem ents 
made bv fruit research experts, Dr 
Robert Kirby and Di John Pepper 
of State College, concerning 
Die 
spray schedules for apple, peach, 
and cherry orchards. These -tate- 
ments were made at the regular 
meet mg of the Adams County F rur 
Growers association Thursday eve­ 
ning rn the Biglerville grade school 
auditorium with 
President 
Harry 
Sumer presiding. 
John A. Hauser, president of the 
C. H 
Muxstiman company, talked 
to the fruit men about the procev^or 
outlook for 1950 and expressed op­ 
timism for the continuance of a 
healthy economy and bright busi­ 
ness outlook 
George Schriver and R >ber Lott 
were appointed delegates to repre­ 
sent the association in the election 
of Penn State college trustees “at 
the college on June 9. Ralph Ty.j , 
was named an alternate 
hpraiing Factor* 
Drs Kirby and Pepper indicated 
that the time and kind of spray Is 
dependent 
upon 
several 
factor* 
weather, time and kind of last spray 
variation in the blossom Mage in 
the upper and lower parts of the 
county, and the diseases or insects 
prevalent 
Dr. Kirby, speaking on disease 
control, said that the fruit is in 
good shape despite the rain. He said 
that where apple spray- have not 
been applied there is some scab He 
stressed the m aintaining of pro- 
taction through the petal fall, which 
is 
the 
most 
crucial 
period 
He 
recommended 
the use of milder 
spray m aterials after tins period 
Th** pink spray gives protection for 
IO or 12 days “If, after this tune, 
the petal full is still several days 
off more protection should tx* given,” 
he said He stressed the importance 
of applying the pre-bloom spray in 
tim**, adding that it would bt wise 
to spray in the rain, if necessary. 
Peach Blight 
Conditions for peach blight, he 
said, are favorable and this is sta rt­ 
ing to show up The use of sulphurs. 
Kirby indicated, had been set back 
to give protection when it will do 
th** most good The shuck split spray 
I will be the next peach spray, he as- 
I aeried.

Kirby recommended 341 for 
the cherry petal fall spray. The older 
cherry leaves get, he pointed out. 
! the mort* susceptible they become to 
disease 
He warned against indis- 
j crim inate switching from the use 
j of one m aterial to another, which 
J can be harmful.

Pepper, speaking of insect 
control, advised the use of poison 
against tho red bandit leaf roller,
